WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—From 
the beginning of its operations up to 
November 24, the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation in Georgia approv- 
ed 477 loans amounting to $1,240.- 
953, officials of the

Of these approvals, 121, totalling 
$413,995, were approved with reduc- 
tion, and 356, totalling $826,958, were 
approved without reduction. Six ap- 
plications, amounting to $25,695, were 
rejected before appraisal; seven appli- 
cations, amounting to $18,011, were 
rejected after appraisal, and one ap-

Engine, Built With the ‘General,’ 
Retires on Laurels at Valdosta 


By C. R. HAWK. 

VALDOSTA, Ga., Dec. 2.—Resting 
on a disused side track on the out- 
| skirts of the yards of the J. N. Bray 
|Lumber-Company, in Valdosta, is an 
old locomotive, once a mechanical mon- 
arch, but now merely a rusty page of 
history, weatherbeaten and rusting as 
|the winds and rains of summer and 
|'winter come and go. 
| The locomotive is known in the an- 
nals of the Bray Lumber Company 
as “No. 2,” and for many years it 
‘has stood resting from its labors of 
‘long ago. The engine was built, ac- 
cording to the records, by the Baldwin 
| Locomotive Company in 1856, and a 
;Short time ago Samuel Mattheys Vau- 
iclain, of the Baldwin works, said in 
a speech before the International 
‘Acetylene Association: 

“One locomotive went into service 
he same year I came into being, in 


it 
1856, and it is still in service. 

This sentence of his speech referred 
to old “No, 2.” 
wood-burner type locomotive, with a 
large bellied stack, and its wheels are 
as a toy compared with the drivers 
of the modern locomotive, while its 
boiler as compared with today’s mon- 
isters, is but a coffee pot. 
“Old No, 2,” however, when it was 
built, was made for speed and in its 
day few engines could make faster 
‘time. The locomotive was builtin the 
|same year as was “The Genefal,” of 
| Confederate fame, and both are of the 
isame design and appearance. “Old 
|No. 2” is regarded as the companion 
‘of “The General,” and ‘“The Texas,” 
both the latter going down in history 
as having their part in the battle of 
Atlanta. 

Having been built for high speed, 


It is known as the. 


the locomotive was also of the “showy” 


type and it was sold to the Georgia 
Railroad Company by the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works and for many years 
it was used for pulling the private 
cars of the Georgia railroad officials 
and for crack passenger trans of that 
day. In later years “Old No. 2” was 
sold by the Georgia railroad to the 
Central of Georgia railroad, and in 
1885, while in use by the Central, a 
new boiler was installed and the en- 
gine otherwise rebuilt. 

When larger locomotives were need- 
ed “No, 2” was sold by the Central 
of Georgia to the late J. N. Bray, the 
founder of the J. N. Bray Lumber 
Company, which is today one of the 
‘largest yellow pine manufacturers in 
Georgia. For many years “No. 2” 
was used to haul logs from the woods 
to the Bray mills first when located 
at Cecil, and later when the plant 
was permanently established in Val- 
dosta. The old locomotive did yeo- 
man service in the fortunes of the 
Bray company. For 37 years it rushed 
through huge pine forests with lumber 
ears trailing behind loaded with mon- 
-archs of the forest while sonorous 
notes came from the whistle of “No. 
2” as it announced its journeys from 
forest to mill. 

Mr. Bray throughout the years be- 
came greatly attached to “Old No. 2” 
and many times he would take the seat 
in the old engine’s cab and handle 
the throttle. The engine did continu- 
ous service from 1892 to 1928, when 
it was retired from active duty and 
placed on a siding to rest. The com- 
pany has refused many offers to sell 
“No. 2” from those wishing to own 
it as a souvenir.

Connecticut will let him drink wine 
and beer on premises. He can take 
his hard liquor home. 

He'll find no special restrictions in 
Washington unless a special session 
of the legislature acts on December 4, 
but if he’s in Seattle hell have to 
buy anything over 15 per cent alco- 
holic content from city-owned stores, 
and he'll have to have a permit. 

Delaware and Pennsylvania will let 
him drink in hotels, restaurants and 
elubs. So will Colorado, provided he 
doesn't desire more than wine or beer. 
He may also buy hard liquor by the 
bottle in Pennsylvania from hotels, 
restaurants and clubs until January 2 
when the state itself plans to take 
over that kind of retailing. 

If he wants to take his hard liquor 
home he can buy it from regularly 
licensed liquor stores in New York— 
up to three quarts, and in most of the 
other states that aren't dry he can 
buy it at drug, grocery or delicatessen 
stores. 

The chances are he’s already been 
drinking in lLouisiana—in saloons 
that opened their doors and made no 


secret of it since the state voted on 


repeal. 

In Missouri saloons will be legal 
by default of the legislature which 
still is working on the problem.

PARIS, Dec. 2.—(#) — Premier 
Camille Chautemps’ 6-day-old “public 
safety” cabinet was given a brief lease 
of life in its unsteady budget-balanc- 
ing job by two votes’ of confidence in 
the chamber of deputies today while 
fumbles of “work and bread” unrest 
reached the capital. 

In the 10-minute ministerial decla- 
ration with which he presented his 
ministry to the chamber for the first 
time, the premier said he avoided 
treading on political toes because the 
time would come “‘patriotically” to 
halt a budget deficit which “menaces 


action was needed for the public 
safety. 

He announced also that he rejected 
the idea of any ‘separate agreement 
between France and Grmany, that all 
decision in the matter pertaining to 
disarmament and Franco-German re- 
lations must be made in association 
with other powers, and that the prob- 
lems might be discussed by ambassa- 
dors through regular diplomatic chan- 
nels. 

The confidence votes postponed un- 
til later the ministry’s fight for its 
life on proposals for balancing the 
budget, protecting the franc, and 
quieting the shouts of unrest—matters 
on which three other governments 
have fallen in a year. 

By a vote of 391 against 19 the 
deputies deferred interpellations, 
which are a question of confidence. 

Shouts of “Choose the date of the 
suicide!” greeted M. Chautemps’ sug- 
gestion that debate begin Thursday on 
the fiscal problems. 

Then came a second vote of confi- 
dence, 569 to 11, approving as “‘ex- 
tremely urgent” the consideration of 
economy measures. 

Meanwhile, jobless hunger marchers 
from northern France, their numbers 
swollen by more than 6,000 sympa- 
thizers from the Paris region, filled 
the frigid air of suburban St. Denis 
stadium with verses of the _ inter- 
nationale. 

The protestants were barred from 
the city by police cordons. 

The marchers paraded in the freez- 
ing cold weather demanding “work 
and bread,” while police massed like 
troops guarded the chamber of depu- 
ties and the entrances to Paris. 

Chautemps based his appeal to the 
deputies on the fact that the French 
currency must be preserved for “the 
public safety.” It was considered 
likely that he, like former Premiers 
Herriot, Daladier, and Sarraut, would 
ask for reductions in the pay of gov- 
ernment workers and new taxes. 

That his road will be a rough one 
has been indicated by the insistence 
of one faction in the chamber that 
wages of citil servants must not be 
cut and by the equally adamant stand 
of another section that taxes must 
not be raised, 

There have been repeated warnings 
that the government must be permit- 
ted to take drastic steps to protect the 
franc. Bank of France statements 
recently have revealed a large outflow 
of gold.

Volcanoes in Eruption 
In Alaska and Japan 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—(4)— 
Simultaneous eruptions of volcanoes 
reported today in Alaska and Japan 
were explained by Father F. W. 5o- 
hon, seismologist at Georgetown Uni- 
versity, as possibly resulting from re- 
lease of long pent-up stresses in the 
earth over a wide area. 

There is no direct connection be- 
tween volcanoes in these regions, he 
said, but there has been a long period 
without many earthquakes occurring, 
during which strains deep in_ the 
earth may have accumulated. Kelease 
of -such strains might be manifested 
either as an earthquake or volcanic 
eruption. 

Over long periods, Father Sohon 
explained, there seems to be a tend- 
ency for eathquakes and volcanic 
eruptions to occur in relation to each 
other, 

The pressure created by rock masses 
readjusting their positions below the 
surface may force up lava in the 
necks of voleanoes. As the lava rises, 
gases are released which make it 
lighter and this tends to accelerate 
the eruption.

INFLATION BATTLE GROWS. 

The cleavage between the advocates 
of sound money and those who see no 
relief save through currency inflation 
is steadily growing. It is difficult to 
reconcile these opposite points of view. 
Certain it is that those in the first 
group cannot convince their opponents 
through charts and graphs and a 
learned exposition of price indices and 
gold variations. They must deal siin- 
ply and concisely with causes and 
effects and bring clearly to the man 
in the street, in the factories and on 
the farm what inflation has done in 
the past and will again do to those 
in their position. 

There is need also for a plan that 
will be a composite of the many now 
suggested and which will recognize 
the social and ecgnomic requirements 
of a new day and not arbitrarily in- 
sist on a return to standards that 
present conditions require should be 
permanently abandoned. 
TREASURY FINANCING DUE. 

One of the practical matters that 
has to be dealt with during the process 
of commodity price-raising is the re- 
funding of maturing government ob- 
ligations. On December 15 treasury 
certificates amounting to $727,000,000 
fall due. The holders must be paid 
and. at least an equivalent sum secured 
to reimburse them.

Federal Judge Akerman 
Says Congress Can’t Con- 
trol Local Industry. 


TAMPA, Fla., Dec. 2.—(4)—The 
national industrial recovery act was 
held unconstitutional in so far as it 
attempts to control local industry, in 
an opinion today by Federal Judge 
Alexander Akerman. 

In the first ruling by a federal court 
on the question, Judge Akerman held 
that the act itself might have valid 
standing in matters of interstate com- 
merce and perhaps as a_ restricted 
emergency measure, but the federal 
constitution, he said, gives the na- 


tional government no authority “to 
invude the reserve power of the states” 
in regulation of a local industry even 
in an emergercy, 

Decision in Suit. 

The decision was in a suit brought 
by cleaning and dyeing companies of 
St. Petersburg seeking to force a com- 
petitor to charge prices agreed on for 
the Tampa trade area, which in- 
cludes St. Petersburg, in accordance 
with provisions of the cleaning and 
dyeing code, 

“If the operation of a local clean- 
ing and dyeing establishment, or what 
is commonly called a pressing club,” 
the court said, “is to be construed as 
coming within the purview of the act 
of congress commonly known as the 
national industrial recovery act, then 
I am bound to hold that congress has 
no power under the constitution to 
enact the national industrial recovery 
act. 

“I do not mean to hold that the na- 
tional industrial recovery act in its 
entirety is without constitutional an- 
thority, but merely to hold that if it 
is to be construed as authorizing ‘the 
regulation of a local pressing club, 
then there is no authority in the con- 
stitution for the enactment of the 
same.” 

No Suspension, 

Asserting that the constitution of 
the United States is a law for rulers 
and people, equally in war and in 
peace, and that the doctrine that “its 
provisions may be suspended during 
any great exigencies of government 
is “pernicious,” Judge Akerman 
added : 

“I am not unmindful that congress 
at its recent session’ found not only 
the United States but the whole world 
to be in a deplorable condition, nor do 
I criticize the noble motive prompi- 
ing congress and the president to at- 
tempt to relieve this condition, but I 
cfnnot conceive of any emergency, es- 
pecially in the time of peace, which 
would authorize congress to ignore the 
constitution and enact measures tend- 
ing to regulate purely local business 
within the several states,”

Editor Constitution: The Constitu- 
tion has from time to time ably and 
clearly set forth the pestilence that 
arises from the multiplicity of coun- 
ties, which make a crazy qmilt of the 
map of Georgia. 

Through the machinations of poli- 
ticilans, the state has gradually en- 
meshed itself in a frizzly labyrinth of 
useless, costly and inept county gov- 
ernment. A vast army of superfluous 
office holders and cross-roads poli- 
ticians batten on the taxpayers on 
everything they can lay hands on. 

No doubt a consolidation of the 159 
counties of Georgia in groups of four 
or five, resulting in 30 to 50 larger 
units, would be a gr-at reform both in 
efficiency and cost of goverhment. 
But a vastly greater reform might 
effected by the more drastic proceed- 
ing of eliminating the county alto- 
gether as a governing and tax entity. 


The fact is the county is an un- 
necessary nuisance, and there are none 
of its governmental functions that | 
could not be performed with more ef- | 
ficiency and vastly less expense by | 
the state under one unified system. | 

County government, in truth, is a 
hindrance rather than an aid to the'| 
development of this or any other) 
state, and causes endless complica-| 
tion and expense in the state govern- | 
ment itself.

Clarke County Official Holds County 
Tax Rates High Because Counties Must 


Perform Many Functions of the State 


Editor Constitution: Some eguit- 
able form of taxation other than ad; 
valorem that will relieve our people 
from county ad valorem taxation as 
well as state ad valorem taxation is 
necessary in this state to relieve the 
burden of the ad valorem taxpayer. 
Our present system of ad valorem tax- 
ation is not much more than a tax on 
real estate and visible property. Real 
estate is bearing the burden. To re- 
lieve our people of this burden, it is 
necessary that relief come from re- 
duced county taxation. 


The counties can levy only an ad 
valorem tax. The state is not thus 
limited, but can levy other forms of 
taxation, provide for state functions, 
and pay a part of the proceeds back 
to the counties. 


In 1932 the average ad valorem tax 
rate in the counties of Georgia 
amounted to 13.21 mills, besides the 
millage levied: by the school districts 
of the various counties and in addi- 
tion to the levies made by the other 
subdivisions. 

The state itself is in far better fi- 
nancial condition than the counties. 
As of December 2], 1929, the subdi- 
visions of this state were owing a to- 
tal bonded indebtedness of $82,775,- 
066.49. At that time, the state of 
Georgia had a bonded iridebtedness of 
only $4,880,202.00. The counties of 
Georgia at that time owed for county 
purposes, in round figures, 28 million 
dollars. Twenty-two million dollars of 


at that time was for roads and bridges 
largely located on the state road sys- 
tem. 

A large percentage of the total taxes 
levied by the counties of this state 
must be applied to the payment of 
principal and interest on bonds, 11-14 
of the proceeds of which indebtedness 
was expended on roads. The state in 
1931 only expended 2.73 per cent of 
its gross income for interest. 

The counties of Georgia are per- 
forming the state’s governmental func- 
tions to a large extent, and as long 
as this continues high rates must of 
necessity be levied by the counties. 

The influence of the highway board

Why should not the interest have 
beén paid? When the state completes 
paying this principal at the rate of 
ten per cent a year for ten years, the 
counties of Georgia will have in state 
roads probably more money in inter- 
est paid by the ad valorem taxpayer 
than the state will have in principal 
paid by the gasoline taxpayer. The 
failure of the legislature to pay the 
counties this indebtedness (which fail- 
ure I think was due to the influence 
of the highway department) has head- 

the counties of Georgia toward 
bankruptcy and forced them to levy 
additional ad valorem taxes on the 
already. overburdened taxpayer. 

It is not a diversion of the state 
highway funds to apply a part of the 
gasoline tax to the payment of the 
bonds of the counties which went into 
the construction of state roads under 
the supervision of the state highway 
department, both principal and inter- 
est; it is the payment of a debt long 
in arrears. 

The state’s functions of health and 
sanitation, charities, hospitals and 
corrections, aid to soldiers, protec- 
tion to person and property are being 
largely contributed to from county ad 
valorem taxation. The convicts of the 
state are particularly a burden on the 
counties, as are the lunatics, both re- 
maining in county jails for too long 
a period of time. The convicts are 
taken care of almost altogether by the 
counties. 

No state is any richer or poorer 
than its counties and subdivisions. 
The counties of Georgia are growing 
poorer through performing state gov- 
ernmental functions. The only relief 
that can come te the counties and 
the ad valorem taxpayer is for the 
legislature of the state to provide for 
state functions instead of leaving the 
job to the counties. 

The state of Georgia is spending 
only a small percentage of what the 
other states in the union, as a whole, 
are spending on state governmental 
functions. The job is being done by 
the ad valorem taxpayer paying in- 
creased taxes to the counties and sub- 


divisions.

ROOSEVELT STAMPS.

By JAMES WALDO FAWCETT. 
President Roosevelt’s famous stamp | 
collection is not news. That is. its | 
owner’s view of it. He never has per- 
mitted it to be “exploited,” and for 
the present at least does not intend 
to vary his rule. 

The explanation of his attitude is 
this: Mr. Roosevelt’s public life is 
one thing, his favorite hobby quite 
another. He freely concedes that as 
the nation’s elected chief his public 
life belongs to the people, but as a 
stamp enthusiast he is his own per- 
sonal property. He believes that a 
man like himself, necessarily exist- 
ing in the spotlight, should be per- 
mitted to enjoy an occasional retreat 
from the center of the glare. His 
stamps, he considers, furnish such a 
retreat, and he wishes to protect them 
for that reason. 

All members of the White House 
“family” agree that Mr. Roosevelt is 
wholeheartedly devoted to philately. 
It is a universal opinion that “there 
is a good deal of sentiment” in his 
attachment to his stamps. ‘One motive 
for his reticence, it has been suggest- 
ed, is that the first specimens he 
ever owned were the gift of his moth- 
er. They have a sacred quality, 

Mrs, James Roosevelt, it seems, be- 
gan to collect stamps when she was a 
girl. A few early issyes were part of 
the childhood possessions which she 
carried with her from her father’s 
house when she was married. In- 
cluded were some Hong Kong stamps 
of 1856 to 1870, which had served the 
postal purpose of carrying letters 
home ffom China during her parent’s 
residence in that country. When the 
president was eight years old the en- 
tire accumulation was presented to 
him, and he has guarded it ever since. 

Naturally, an acquisition so inter- 
esting stimulated the boy to further 
enterprise. He became a systematic 
collector, adding stamp by stamp, set 
by set to his glaxy of philatelic stars. 

ig taste was catholic; he had few 
preferences and, apparently, no preju- 
dices. Each specimen had its own 
significance; every stamp was a 
stamp. 

,. By the time he was ready to enter 
Harvard, in 1900, he had a good rep- 
resentative amateur collection. The 
thought of abandoning the hobby does 
not seem to have occurred to him. 
Other concerns crowded upon him, but 
“once a philatelist, always a philate- 
list” was an essential doctrine in his 
philosophy. Throughout his university 
career he was “picking up” stamps. 
If he did not have immediate oppor- 
tunity to study them with care, he 
“saved” them in convenient packages 
until chance afforded proper inspec- 
tion and classification. 

SCIENTIFIC APPROACH. 

Mr. Roosevelt early formed the hab- 
it of cogitating over each specimen. 
His approach to philately was that of 
the true scientist. The mere posses- 
sion of a stamp meant little to him;

careful examination of design, inscrip- 


tion and history meant everything. | 
From the beginning he was a keen | 
student of the basic elements of phi-| 
latelics, a connoisseur in his apprecia- | 
tion of details; not merely a casual | 


collector. Hence his thorough knowl- 
edge of stamps and his ardent en- 
thusiasm for them. With more than 
40 years’ experience, he easily could 
qualify as a stamp expert. 

The president today has approxi- 
mately 20,000 specimens—about one- 
fourth of all the stamps ever issued. 
He owns 30 albums and soon will be 
obliged to add to that number. He 
also has a great many covers as yet 
unsorted and some thousands of in- 
dividual stamps as yet only superfi- 
cially inspected. Contrary to report, 
he has all his philatelic materia] in 
his library at the White House; noth- 
ing of consequence was left at Hyde 
Park when Mr. Roosevelt came _ to 
Washington. 

An especially interesting portion of

AMERICAS HIS SPECIALTY. 
Since 1923, however, the president 
has been specializing in the postal is- 
sues of the Americas—North, South 
and Central. He hopes to be able to 
complete” some of the countries in- 
cluded in that geographical | classifi- 
cation. 

In his cover collection are many 
envelopes bearing naval and army 
post cancellations, Three album¢ of 
covers from high government offi- 
cials, navy officers, diplomats and 
other celebrities are included. The 
president is constantly alert for. can- 
cellation of the Civil, Spanish and 
World Wars. 

Since March 4 many friends, old 
and new, and an even Bim number 
of Strangers have sent stamps to the 
White House as gifts toward Mr. 
Roosevelt's already large accumula- 
tion; but not all have been accepted 
—a considerable quantity represented 
types the president had acquired 
years ago, and he felt that they 
should be returned to their donors. 

Mr. Roosevelt never has collected 
for speculation. He is not interested 
in the money value of his stamps. 
On the contrary, he insists that 
“they are only a hobby, a pastime, a 
recreation” and “they are not ex- 
ceptionally precious.” 

During his long illness, from An- 
gust, 1921, to June 1924, the presi- 
dent’s stamps, his intimate friends 
say, were “a life-saver.” Sorting 
them, studying them, mounting them 
in his albums, he found an occupa- 
tion which “gave him something to 
do.”” He*had his collection at Hyde 
Park and at Warm Springs during 
the months when he was fighting his 
way back to health. His case paral- 
leled that of his war-time friend King 
George V, who also, when inca- 
pacitated, found relief in stamps and 
was aided toward recovery by his de- 
votion to philgtelic study. 

The significance of stamps to Mr. 
Roosevelt is demonstrated by an 
anecdote current at the White House. 
According to the tale, he had com- 
pleted a conference with one group of 
visitors and was awaiting the arrival 
of another. One of his secretaries, 
thinking he might be disturbed by the 
delay, opened the door and glanced 
in. The president was sitting at his 
desk peering through a magnifying 
glass at a half a dozen stamps spread 
out before him. His countenance 
manifested the depth of his interest. 
For ‘several minutes he sat perfect- 
ly still, utterly oblivious of the world 
outside. 

The secretary did not speak, In- 
stead, he closed the door as quietly 
as possible and left his chief alone 
with his absorbing game. When the 
expected callers appeared, they found 
him putting the stamps away in a side 
drawer of the desk. Refreshed by the 
brief relaxation, the president turned 
again to his duties as the nations 
leader.

Still, until this last summer, there was a good 
deal of franc-carelessness among Americans 
living in France. Notes, of all denominations, 
got worse treatment than calling cards. Any 
pocket would do for them, and it was a little 
humiliating to be too attentive to where they 
went. 

This sort of thing would happen, which 
didn't improve the reputation of Americans 
among the people of this land: An American 
girl would take a taxi. On arrival, the bil! 
would be, say, 7 francs. The chauffeur would 
give her the change from 10 francs—a franc, 
and a 2-franc piece. 

A franc is generous reward for a 7-franc 
ride. The chauffeur would take the tip, with 
satisfaction. 

But then there would be the doorman at the 
place where the American girl left her cab. 
The doorman needed a tip, too, because he 
had opened the eab door. And the girl—too 
lazy or too careless te open her handbag— 
would tip the doormarm with the 2-franc piece 
remaining out of the 10-franc note the chauffeur 
had changed for the ride.

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whole is made up of people living on thei 
incomes—from moderate to big—and of people 
whose jobs are pretty well paid. 

But of the 30,000 or so Americans resi- 
dent here, it is now estimated that between 
5 and 10 per cent have already packed up and 
sailed home. They were the ‘‘borderline’’ cases. 

Among them probably were numerous fam- 
ilies with incomes around $5000 a year. Such 
an income is now, in French money, around 
$3500. It makes a big difference. 

Paris is the most expensive capital in Europe 
these days, and comfortable living here breaks 
off suddenly. Only a few dollars below a cer- 
tain level looms the zone of insufficient heat for 
apartments, -no electric icebox, no hot water in 
the kitchen, no competent service, and the doom 
of living in a noisy, lower-class neighborhood. 


\ ANY families, of course, are untouched by 
i the new stringency; more, though hang- 
ing on, are retrenching. Apart from giving up 
motor cars, keeping fewer servants, getting rid 
of expensive homes, here are other general 
economies that Americans are practicing here 
today: 

Gambling. Stakes are lower at the bridge 
tables. At the races, too. And at public

Where six 
months ago, Americans would 
cheerfully lose certain sums at 
baccarat, roulette, and other 
games, they are now buying chips 
in smaller denominations from the 
croupiers, and quitting earlier, if 
their “‘vein’’ is out. 

Holidays. Shorter and more 
economical. Americans still pat- 
ronize the big resorts. [There were 
this summer apparently more of 
them than ever at Deauville, at 
Biarritz, at Touquet, and along 
the Riviera. But they didn’t stay so long. 
They were content with less luxurious quarters 
than formerly. They didn’t dine so frequent- 
ly or so extravagantly in restaurants de luxe. 


And they counted their change! 


Clothes. The American women stil, look 
smart. They can be counted on always to 
look that. But—they aren't patronizing the 
big “‘maisons de haute couture’ the way they 
used to. They are expending resource. and 
cleverness instead of money—fnding little 
dressmakers in the side streets. 

Entertaining. Less frequent and less lav- 
ish. Not so many cocktail parties. Not so 
many guests to dinner. Not so many boxes at 
the Casino de Paris. . . . And a more care- 
ful scrutiny each week of the housekeeper's 
book. 

In other words, America in France is learn- 
ing moderation. 

The grand old careless whoopee is over, per- 
haps never to retern. Extravagance, display, 
arrogance of squandering ‘vealth, the ““snobisme” 
of always outdoing the other fellow in the 
realm of useless spending—these typical traits 
of the American abroad are disappearing. 

And who shall say, in the long run, that this 
is really an undesirable thing?

LL AMERICA has felt the effects of the 
NRA. In most places there is very sub- 
stantial progress. But the “R” in NRA 

will have to stand for Reconstruction, Reforma- 
tion, Restoration and Revival as well as Recovery 
to prove a real success. And from the way 
people are responding to President Roosevelt 
there is little doubt that they can take care of as 
simple a thing as that one letter in the alphabet. 

The South is responding slowly but definitely 
to the New Deal. In parts of the South pros- 
perity is not far away. 

North Carolina has found the new program 
decidedly helpful. Increased business and wages 
and shorter hours have added 1,748 people and 
an annual $1,555,000 to payrolls in Asheville and 
vicinity, one industrial plant alone adding 600 
persons, mainly through increased business. 

North Carolina will get $50,000,000 from the 
Federal Fund for Public Works, which will pay 
future dividends. $3.000,000 is for the highway 
program, 65 per cent of which will be spent for 
labor. Several millions will establish Smokey 
Mountain National Park, 26 miles west of Ashe- 
ville, which is expected to become the Yellow- 
stone of the Fast. 

The smaller communities of North Carolina 
have not suffered as much as the larger ones be- 
cause they were accustomed to living on produce 
from farms.

The first major 
project will be the 
construction of the 
Norris Dam for 
flowage control and 
power generation. 
The water control 
will be regulated by 
one of the world’s 
largest reservoirs. 
Construction is 
planned to start in 
January, when 
around 1,000 jobs 
will be open. It will 

take approximately four years to finish the dam. 

This is only one part of the project, just as 
power development is only one part of the 
scheme. More than 40,000 square miles will be 
affected and 6,000,000 people will come within 
the sphere of its influence, which will take in 
the Tennessee River and its tributaries in Ten- 
nessee and in portions of six other States, Vir- 
ginia, North Carolina, Georgia, Alabama, Mis- 
sissippi and Kentucky. There will be good roads, 
sanitation, new schools, improved agricultural 
methods and new local and part-time industries. 

It is estimated that over 1,000,000 jobless 
people have returned to their old homes in the 
seven States since depression started. 

Most marked in the recovery movement is 
Kentucky, with its big brewing and distilling in- 
dustries. Three breweries have opened and nine 
others are organizing. In the first month beer 
became legal, $282,000 was spent in production, 
with employment in the breweries increased 100 
per cent. 

Anticipating the repeal of the prohibition 
amendment, Kentucky, which produced most of 
the country’s Bourbon and 60 per cent of all 
whiskey, is renovating old distilleries and or- 
ganizing new ones. There are indications that 
50 distilleries will be operating when repeal ar- 
rives. The State’s five distilleries now- in opera- 
tion are working full blast producing authorized 
whiskey to replenish depleted medicinal stocks, 


URING depression people in Florida grew ac- 

customed to spending about half of what they 
had previously spent for food. Hominy and 
grits came into general use. And the excellent 
sea food of the State was more fully appreci- 
ated. Now less meat is eaten than in the rest of 
the country. Sweet potatoes, citrus fruits, 
papava and avacados are popular. And women 
stick pretty close to the old recipes. 

More than $9,000,000 was appropriated last 
vear by the Legislature. for building and improv- 
ing Florida roads, which are excellent. There is 
x great deal of travel throughout the State, both 
by natives and visitors. 

Florida will benefit greatly by the establish- 
ment of Chapman Aviation Field, a Government 
unit, for which $15,000,000 will be provided by 
the Reconstruction Finance Corporation and 
which will employe thousands. Pan-American 
Airways, which is expanding, has begun the con- 
struction of the world’s largest seaplane base, to 
be the terminal point of its gigantic organization 
in Latin America. This will probably be com- 
pleted in January. 

A model hen house, the Hen Hotel at Miami, 
holding several thousand white leghorns and run 
by M. R. Harrison, a veteran poultryman, is be- 
ing operated in a 500-room hostelry, with 20 
acres as a runway for hens and chicks. This is 
receiving the attention of poultrymen all over 
America. Crateloads of eggs are sent by air- 
plane to South America. 

The farm readjustment plan—the “plowing 
under” plan—is being received in the South with 
enthusiasm—and bewilderment. Secretary of 
Agriculture Wallace recently gave this picture 
of it: 

“Two immense fields of cotton with a road be- 
tween them—all a part of the same plantation. On 
one side of the road, men with mules and tractors 
are turning back into the earth acres of cotton 
plants fully grown. On the other side an airplane 
is whipping back and forth at 90 miles an hour over

at this time. They were captured by mountain 
bandits, escaped, but never did the Baron re- 
linquish his dream of kingship. 

He nursed the will-o’-the-wisp up to 1919, 
when, just after the war, he joined his brother- 
in-law, the very noble Viscount Alphonse Palla- 
Vicini, in a counter-revolutionary flare-up in 
Hungary. This the Baron regarded as a mere 
interlude between his early hopes of Balkan em- 
pire and his next attempt to reign in Albania, in 
spite of the fact that that country was seething 
in the hands of various political factions. 

Pending accession to the throne, the Baron 
resumed his scientifie studies. But his nerves 
were tnstrung and his purse sadly depleted, so 
it was with a heavy heart that he took up resi- 
dence in Vienna with his loyal acolyte, Doda. 

Just why he elected to take his companion 
over the Dark River with him was at first a 
mystery.

$15 a week. Those girls know what it means to 
try to live on $12. 

They find they can’t get board for less than 
$6 a week. That leaves half of their salary, $312 
for a whole year.” Carfare is 90 cents a week, 
lunches at least $1 a week more. This leaves 
$213.20 for clothes, medical attention, dentist, 
recreation, savings and insurance. These girls 
have found out that they must buy: 

114, dozen pairs of stockings at 50 cents..., $ 9.00 
3 pairs of Shoes at $5... sQaersssevscseeeis 
3 dresses at $8 for Winters sccceccatrecved

This leaves $91 for everything else for a 
whole year, if there is steady work. 

Perhaps conditions like these helped create 
the great hobo army, marching aimlessly over 
America, with no place to go—and nothing to 
do on the way. There are tens of thousands in 
the hobo army,,young men and old, with a few 
women thrown in, these past few years. Some 
of these hoboes are on their way “‘home,” a half- 
mythical location they left years ago and have 
no assurance they will ever locate again. Others, 
frankly dissatisfied, are out for adventure. A 
few actually are looking for jobs. 


THE Civilian Conservation Corps has done a fine 

job this year. 300,000 men, composing the 
largest forestry army ever assembled in this or 
any other country, were given jobs. Under the 
direction of Robert Fechner, Director of the 
Emergency Conservation Work, these men had a 
very real new start at the 1,450 Civilian Con- 
servation Camps in every State except Delaware. 
Over 1,000,000 Government employes have been 
affected. Hundreds of thousands of civil service 
emploves, though they have been retained in 
office, have had the 15 per cent slash which 
affects all Federal salaries. 

But in spite of all this, we have learned a new 
faith in our Government. We have gained con- 
fidence in a leader who means what he says, 
who knows what he is talking about and who is 
able to follow with constructive things. This 
faith in the Administration has given us the 
courage to come through the worst of things. If 
we keep on we are bound to achieve a very real 
victory over depression, over catastrophe. It 1s 
a real war which we are winning for American 
security and American happiness.

BACKYARD SCREEN. 
The effective screen and 


the beautiful background 
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for flowers is made with trees 
and shrubbery. It is possible with 
the aid of them, to make pleasing 
informal arrangements, with a 
varied skyline to shut out these 
undesirable views, and -where 
there is a view to be desired, 
skillful planting will bring it into 
the garden picture, enhanced’ in 
effect by being suitably framed 
by the planting of shrubs and 
trees. This screen planting, as 
suggested, is shown in the illus- 
tration and a great number of 
plants may be used to carry it 
out. 

To mark corners that will be 
seen from a distance, it will be 


best to use some kind of a shade 
tree. If this tree is to be used 
only as a marker, one of the tall. 
slim trees will be best. For this 
purpose use a Lombardy poplar 
or tulip poplar. These two trees 
are both very fast-growing, very 
tall and slim, and give very little 
shade. When 50 feet tall, they 
are only about 10 feet in diam- 
eter. They may be transplanted 
with little trouble and are gen- 
erally used as screens or markers. 


If there is a particularly ugly 
spot that needs to be blotted out, 
and that located at a low point. 
one of the best shade trees to 
use for this purpose is an old- 
fashioned magnolia tree. This 
tree, an evergreen, reaches an 
ultimate height of about 30 to. 40 
feet. Because of the fact that its 
branches are low and spreading, 
it is impossible to get grass to 
grow underneath a magnolia tree. 
For fast growing trees, that are 
almost universally satisfactory, 
there is the silver maple. This 
tree is easy to transplant. grows 
very fast and has a most pleasing 
shape. The leaves are light green 
in color and the underside is a 
light green siwver. 


For the background of this 


screen, the best plant that is 
commonly used is Ligustrum Ja- 
ponicum, or Japanese privet, as 
it is more commonly called. It 
is a broad-leaf evergreen, vigor- 
our and upright in. growth, and 
will quickly grow to about 10 feet, 
and ultimately reach a height of 
15 or 20 feet. The shrub may 
be pruned and kept at a lower 
height if necessary. The leaves 
are thick, and a glossy bright 
green. 

Two plants that may be used 
for intermediate height are ligus- 
trum lucidum and abelia. ‘Frese 
two plants are often used as 
companion plants, since they are 
so similar in the general charac- 
ter of their growth. Ligustrum 
lucidum quickly grows to a height 
of about 3 feet and will eventu- 
ally attain a height of six or 
eight feet. The leaves are large, 
bright, shiny green, of a rather 
dense character of growth. The 
plant itself grows compactly and 
has a white flower in the spring 
which is- neither very beautiful 
nor conspicuous, and is followed 
by blue-black berries that are 
held on the plant throughout 
the winter. 

The abelia, which is used as a 
companion plant, has the same 
general character of growth, but 
the leaves are smaller and of 4 
lighter shade of green. It is the 
finest all-purpose plant for the 
south, quick growth to three feet, 
ultimate height six feet, bearing 
beautiful pinkish white  bell- 
shaped flowers in clusters. There 
are a number of other plants 
that may be used as screens, such 
as altheas, laurels, weigelias. 
spirea, Vanhouette and a num- 
ber of others, but the three plants 
discussed are probably the most 
satisfactory. 

To make the most effective use 
of these plants, set them in 


groups of three or four. Do not 
plant them in a straight line, but 
stagger them. In estimating the 
plants, figure on one for each 
three feet. 

LILIES OF THE VALLEY, 

Lilies of the valley are fast be- 
coming one of the most populai 
of plants for either the garden 
or the house. They will virtually 
take possession of a shady, damp 
corner and flourish there for 
years, spreading into big patches 
and producing each year a wealth 
of beautiful, fragrant white bells 

Lilies of the valley are such an 
easily-grown pot plant that they 
are fast growing in a deserved 
popularity. The prepared pips 
are necessary for this particular 
purpose, but they may be pro- 
cured with little trouble from 
your seed store. About six pips 
should be planted in a four or 
five-inch shallow pot. The tips 
of the pips should be just above 
the level of the soil, but first cuf 
off half of the roots that are on 
the pips. Any good, rich soil wil! 
do for this purpose, but for best 
results use prepared bulb fibre. 
Prepared bulb fibre generally 
contains peat moss, charcoal and 
bone meal in the proper propor- 
tions. 

Soak the planted pot thorough- 
ly and place in a warm room 
where the sun will reach it as 
often as possible. When they are 
planted in this manner they will 
bloom in about 15 to 20 days. 
After you have raised a few pots 
of these beauties you will proba- 
bly be able to bloom them in 
even shorter length of time than 
that. ; 

In order to have a continuous 
supply of these for the house 
during the winter, plant several 
pots and bury ‘hem in_ the 
ground after they have been 
soaked thoroughly. These may 


be taken up as they are needed 


and brought into the house. This 
may be done all through the win- 


ter. 


So be sure to plant plenty 


of them in order that they will 


not run out. 


This same system of planting 
may be used for tulips and hya- 


cinths. The

What Was 


In This Case? 


By PETER LEVINS. 


T WAS a singularly ironical 

trick of fortune that Joseph 

Weaver, 33, of 2330 East 57th 
street, should have called on Alex 
Mayner, 43, of 2323 East 40th 
street, in behalf of a mail-order 
suit house just a few days before 
the murder of Nightwatchman 
Jasper Russell at the plani of the 
Midland Stee! Products Company 
in Cleveland on the night of 
March 13, 1927. 

The amazing conspiracy of cir- 
cumstances involving Weaver, a 
gigantic colored man, began with 
the arrest of Mayner, an employe 
at the Midland Steel plant, on 
Monday. March 14, 1927. 

Watchman Russell made his last 
A. D. T. call-box report at 10:30 
Sunday night from a box on a 
building about 100 feet from the 
main plant. It is the last call- 
box the watchman rings before 
returning to the office of the 
great plant, which is bounded by 
West 106th street, Madison ave- 
nue, Berea road, and West 110th 
street. 

When subsequent scheduled re- 
ports were not made by the 
watchman, Thomas Dever rushed 
to the plant from the A. D. T. of- 
fice where Jesse Schwab, a plant 
foreman, conducted Dever on a 
iwalr of the grounds. 

* Following the route of boxes 
that Russell turned in, the pair 
found Russell's body a few feet 
from a small shed once used as a 
watchman’s shanty. A bullet had 
entered the left side of the watch- 
man’s head, and was found inside 
of the right eye. From the weight 
of the lead, it apparently was of 
32 caliber. 

An office building on the prem- 
ises had been broken and entered, 
and the safe tampered with. It 
was evident that the attempted 
robbery was the work of amateurs. 
They had attempted to remove 
the safe door with tools found in 
the plant, instead of blowing it 
open. A screwdriver was found 
jammed in one of the hinges. 

Russell's murder had climaxed a 
night of crime in Cleveland in 
which veggs looted two safes and 
escaped with jewelry and money 
amounting to $13,000. Detective 
Inspector Cornelius W. Cody 
placed Detective Lieutenant Frank 
Story in personal chargésof the 
case, and President F. J. Kulas, 
of the Midland Company, offered 
$1,000 reward for capture of the 
slayers. 

Because of the job was the bun- 
gling work of amateurs, and be- 
cause the silavers were familiar 
with the location of plant tools, 
Lieutenant Story began with a 
check-up of Midland employes 
and ex-employes. 

Lieutenant Story had one valu- 
able clue—a mere shred of cloth 
from a taneovercoat. It was found 
caught in a barbed wire on the 
fence surrounding the plant at a 
point where the fence bracket had 

been broken. The detective believ- 
“4 the overcoat had been snagged 

ag one of the slayers vaulted the 
fence. 

In canvassing the neighborhood. 
Story interviewed Misa Kitty 
Stevens, of 2017 West 106th street, 
opposite the plant. She said that 
on Sunday morning she noticed 
two colored men driving up and 
down in front of her house, keep- 
ing their eyes on the plant. She 
described the machine, which was 
an old mode! with bad!y battered 
fenders 

Story and his men looked at all 
cara owned by Midland employes, 
and found the automobile Miss 
Stevens had deacribed in the 
poaseasion of Alex Mayner. Mav- 
ner also had a tan overcoat, which 
had been snagged. It resembied 
in color and texture the shred of 
cloth found on the fence. 

Mayner was arrested at his 
home. He had worked Saturday, 
but didn't report Monday. Lieu- 
tenant Storv and Detective James 
Hagan arrested Mayner just be- 
fore noon. They grilled him all 
the reat of the day, and late into 
the night. Just before daybreak 
Tuesday, Mayner broke down and 
confessed. 

° * © > 

Mavner said that Weaver, with 
whom he had roomed before 
Mayner was married, came to his 
house Sunday noon and told him 
he knew where he could get some 
easy money. Farlvy that night the 
pair started for the pliant, where 
Weaver also had formerly worked. 

Mayner said they boarded a 
Central avenue street car, and 
transferred at the Public Square 
to @ Madison car, getting off at 
Berea road and West 110th street. 
Mayner said he went over the 
fence first, and Weaver followed. 

It was raining. and Mayner got 
an ladder and put it up to a win- 
dow in the office where the aafe 
waa, while Weaver got some tools 
from the carpenter shop 

Weaver cracked the glass with 
a hammer, moved the hook at the 
top of the window with a file. and 
went in.” lid Mayner. “I sat on 
the window sill and watched. He 
worked on the safe about half an 
hour. Then I told him I heard 
the watchman

Mayner said that 
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which proved to be postal money 
order receipts for remittances 
from Russell to his parents at 
Irondale, Ohio. 

Mavner said 
rushed to the fence, vaulted it, 
ran to 105th street and Madison 
avenue, and boarded a car from 
the Public Square, which was ap- 
proaching. They did not sit to- 
gether, but rode to the Square, 
where they separated. 

On Tuesday. March 15, Weaver 
was arrested. William E. Warren, 
conductor on the Madison car 
leaving the Square at 9:05 Sunday 
night, identified him as the tall 
colored man who boarded. the car 
at the Square, gave him a trans- 
fer, and got off at W. 110th street 
at 9:32 p. m. He said Weaver wore 
a “light fuzzylooking hat” and “a 
dark blue coat.” 

Fred Tibbits, motorman on the 
eastbound Madison car, said he 
saw two mén running for his car 
as he passed the Midland plant 
at 10:30 Sunday night. Jack M. 
Mansfield, Tibbits’ conductor, tes- 
tified that two colored men board- 
ed his oar at West 105th street at 
about 10:30 o'clock, paid their 
fare, and asked for transfers. 

He ‘identified both Mayner and 
Weaver as the passengers, and 
said they were the only colored 
men who rode his car in the six 
trips it made Sunday night. 

. Weaver cenied that he had been 
at the plant Sunday night, and 
offered six alibi witnesses. 

Evelyn Bedell, at whose home 
Weaver and John Scofield oc- 
cupied a room, said she saw 
Weaver some time between 9 and 
10 o'clock that night; that she 
wound her clock at 11, and “guess- 
ed” it was an hour since Weaver 
went upstairs. 

George Johnson said Weaver 
was at his home at 7:30 Sunday 
evening when he left for church; 
that he looked at his watch and 
told his wife the time both at 
7:15 and at 7:30. 

Cora Lee Dallas said she saw 
Weaver at the Johnson home, 
where she roomed. at 7:15, and 
that she noticed the clock. 

John Scofield told police he 
went to bed Sunday night “pretty 
near 9:45" and thought Weaver 
had left the room about 9:30. 

Jesse Levy said he was at Weav- 
er's home on Sundav night, and 
saw him there at 9 o'clock. Levy 
said a certain gentleman left the 
house just before Weaver came 
in; that he asked for the time, 
and in giving it to him he noticed 
it was a few minutes after 9 
o'clock. 

Dan Hall said Weaver came to 
his house Sunday night at 8:30, 
looking for girls, and stayed about 
10 minutes. Hall's wife agreed that 
Weaver arrived at 8:30, bug 
thought he remained 20 minutes 

All of these people lived in the 
colored section on the east side of 
Cleveland, and if their stories 
were true, it would have been im- 
possible for Weaver to have 
boarded the 9:02 Madison car at 
the Square. 

Police declared the number of 
defense witnesses who accidenta- 
ly looked at chronometers just 
when Weaver happened to come 
and go during the day was so co- 
incidental as to be highly improb- 
able. 

Weaver went on trial before 
Common Pleas Judge Irving Car- 
pentersin April, and Mayner ~ 
peared jas the state’s ace witne: 
Mayner testified that Weaver 
loaded a revolver just after climb- 
ing over the fence. This was par- 
ticularly damaging in view of the 
fact that a .32 caliber bullet was 
found in Weaver's coat pocket 
when he was arrested 

Attorneys ‘Nathan E. Cook and 
William F. Marsteller, appointed 
by the court to defend Weaver, 
put up a gallant. fight for his 
life 

They made the street car em- 
ploves admit they had never seen 
either of the colored men before. 
They pointed out that the state 
was lax in not supplving finger- 
print testimony. They brought 
out that one of the conductors 
applied for the $1,000 reward of- 
fered by the- Midland president. 
They insinuated that there was 
bad blood between Weaver and 
Mayner. They showed the jury 
that Mavner had a stepson about 
the build of Weaver. 

A jury of 10 men and two wom- 
en on April 1l1—less than a month 
after Russell's murder—ordained 
that Weaver must die. Mayner 
pleaded guilty, and was sentenced 
to life imprisonment, 

Weaver was sentenced to die in 
the electric chair on August 132, 
1927. 
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He was 
at Columbus and piaced in the 
death house annex. Weaver's cell 
was just over the spot where the 
death chair had been; the chair 
is now loca’ed directiy behind his 
old cell, Dut separated by a thick 
wal! 

When Weaver arrived, he was 
given as a ce@ll-mate George 
Vargo, killer of an old woman. He 
had murdered her, he admitted to 
Weaver, because she refused to 
cook him corn beef and cabbage.

J. Sullivan pushed forward the 
day of execution from August 12 
to October 15, pending a hearing 
of the appeal. Later came the dis- 
heartening news that the court of 
appeals had refused a new trial 
and had set the day of execution 
for November 15. 


The defense attorneys then won 
another stay, a day or so before 
Weaver's scheduled death, in or- 
der to give them a chance to file 
a motion for a hearing before the 
Ohio supreme court. Weaver -had 
already resigned himself to death, 
and the keepers had suggested 
that he begin to figure out what 
he would like to have for his last 
meal. 

The new date set was December 
16. Attorney Cook visited Weaver 
on the 14th. “Feeling nervous?” 
he inquired. 

“Boss, I knew if you didn’t come 
today you'd come tomorrow,” said 
the doomed man, “and if you 
didn’t come tomorrow, you'd 
come the nextday. And when you 
came I knew you'd bring good 
news.”

Before that stay expired, Alex 
Mayner confessed to Chaplain T. 
O. Reed, who is now superintend- 
ent of the Columbus municipal 
workhouse, that Weaver was not 
with him on the night when the 
watchman was killed, but that his 
companion was a colored man 
named Jones. 

Mayner said that when police 
searched him following his arrest, 
they found in his pocket a scrap 
of paper upon which Weaver had 
written his name and address in 
the hope of getting a suit order 
from Mayner. When police ask- 
ed if Weaver was with him on the 
robbery, he had said “yes,” 

Weaver was called before the 
clemency board on January 16, 
1928, and Mayner repeated his 
story. 

But many months more were to 
pass for Weaver in the death 
house annex, and he was to see 
many more prisoners walk by his 
cell to the execution chamber.

Floyd Hewitt, who killed a 
young married woman and her 5- 
year-old son, was another death- 
house resident Weaver came to 
know well.

Soon after Braddock and Hewitt 
died, early in 1929, the news came 
that Weaver was to have a new 
trial. He was removed from the 
penitentiary on March 1.

It had taken 15 months to un- 
wind the legal red tape. Judge 
Carpenter of the trial court had 
refused a motion for a new trial 
on April 12, 1928, on the ground 
that it could not be granted other 
than in the same term of court 
that the original trial was held. 
The court of appeals affirmed the 
ruling on December 14, 1928, and 
it was not until February 23, 1929, 
that the supreme court handed 
down its decision ordering a new 
trial. 

On April 5, 1929, a jury of six 
men and six women was impanel- 
ed before Common Pleas Judge 
W. R. White at Cleveland to re- 
try Weaver on the charge of first- 
degree murder. Mayner took the 
stand and declared that Weaver 
did not kill Watchman Russell. 
Also, identification of Weaver by 
the street car crews was less defi- 
nite than in the first trial. 

At the conclusion of the state's 
evidence, Attorneys Cook and 
Marsteller moved for a directed 
verdict. 

Over the protest of Assistant 
Prosecutor E. J. Hopple, Com- 
mon Pleas Judge W. R. White 
ordered a verdict of not guilty. 

“I am not passing on Weaver's 
guilt or innocence,” said Judge 
White. “I am merely ruling that

The last chapter was written 
over four years later—on October 
26, 1933—when the Cuyahoga 
county commissioners handed 
Weaver a check for $12,000 as 
compensation for his mishandling 
by Ohio justice.

A LONG ROAD TO A SLAM. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON. 


LAYING with his wife 
P against Admiral Campbell, 

of the United States navy, 
who had Mrs. Campbell as his 
partner, C. P. Hubbard, of Orinda, 
Cal., recently held this freakish 
hand: 


South, Dealer. 
North and South vulnerable. 


Mr. Hubbard finally played the 
hand in a contract of six spades 
and, of course, made seven. He 
calls attention to the unusual fact 
that a grand slam is available at 
three declaration s—namely, 
spades, clubs or no-trump. The 
question asked is: Should the 
grand slam be reached, and if 
so, in what manner? 

My opinion is that the grand 
slam should be reached. It is a 
general principle of bridge that a 
grand siam should be bid when- 
ever there is an even or slightly 
better than even chance of mak- 
ing it, and with one suit of 12 
cards in the combined hands, 
that fact should at some time or 
other be developed. 

The bidding of this hand might 
well go:
